LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Sept. 26 
(AP)—The_ United States today 
officially ai’ked the United Na- 
tions to establish an interim 
committee of the General Assem- 
bly in a major step to overhaul 
the United Nations peace ma- 
chinery. The move already has 
been bitterly attacked by Russia. 

The American resolution, imple- 
menting the “little Assembly” pro- 
posal made on the Assembly floor 
last week by Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall, was handed 
to Secretary General Trygve Lie 
and cifculated to the other 54 
national delegates. 

The move to ex@end United Na- 
‘tions’ means for handling disputes 
will come up for debate in the 55- 
nation Politica] Committee, where 
it follows the Greek case on the 
agenda. 

In its fina] form, the American 
proposal was modified to drop the 
phrase calling it the committee 
for “peace And security” and to

SEOUL, Sept. 26 (AP)—Simulta- 
neous withdrawal of American and 
Russian occupation forces from 
Korea at the beginning of 1948 
was proposed today by Col, Gen. 
T. F. Shtikov, chief Russian dele 
gate to the Joint Commission on 
Korea, 

The proposal, made at a com- 
mission meeting called at Shtikov's 
request, was regarded by some 
Americans here as an attempt to 
avoid consideration of the Korean 
issue by the United Nations. The

Shtikov said at the meeting that 
“the Soviet delegation believes we 
may give Koreans the opportunity 
to form themselves the govern- 
ment with the help and assistance 
of the Allies, under the condition 
of withdrawal of American and 
Soviet troops from Korea.” 

“The Soviet delegation declares 
that if the American delegation 
agrees with the proposal regard- 
ing withdrawal of all foreign 
troops at the beginning of 1948, 
then Soviet troops will be ready 
to leave Korea simultaneously 
with American troops,” he said. 

“The Soviet delegation has no 
other proposals,” Shtikov said, 
adding that it “is expecting 
answers and proposals from the 
American delegation.”

After the magnificent work of our 


armed forces, backed by our in- 
dustrial and agricultural produc- 
tion, we had only one real interest. 
That was to insure through an or- 
ganization of nations that no na- 
tion whatever should again under- 
take to conquer the world, and in 
particular, that such restraints be 
imposed upon Germans and Japa- 
nege production as would prevent 
their re-arming. 


Of course, having become in- 


t volved in the war, we had the re- 


sponsibility seeing that the 
new world started on a basis of 
freedom, justice and equality. This 
was the esgence of the Atigntic 
Charter, a joint declaration by 
Franklin Roosevelt and Winston 
Churchill, formally transmitted to 
Congress by the President as the 
policy of his administration. 

The second clause of the At- 
lantic Charter stated that we de- 
sired to see no territorial changes 
that did not accord with the freely 
expressed wishes of the peoples 
concerned. 


The third clause stated that we 
respeoted the right of all peoples 
to choose the form of government 
under which they would live, and 
wished to see sovereign rights and 
self-government restored to those 
who had been forcibly deprived of 
them, 

The fourth and fifth clauses ex- 
pressed our intention to further 
the enjoyment of all states, great 
or small, victor or vanquished, of 
access, On equal terms, to the 
trade and to the raw materials of 
the world which are needed for 
their economic prosperity, for the 
purpose of securing economic ad- 
vancement for all. 

The sixth and seventh clauses 
looked towards a new League of 
Nations. 
Beginning, however, at Te-. 
heran, we gradually abandoned 
most of the ideals stated in the 
Atlantic Charter until today the 
attainment of many of them is 
impossible. We have won the 
war, but we have lost the peace. 
Until Senator Vandenberg en- 
tered the picture, our attitude 
toward Russia was one of com- 
plete surrender. We gave them 
billions of goods under lend- 
lease, without a condition look- 
ing to the postwar world. We 
seemed to feel that we had to 
beg Stalin to continue the battle 
against Germany, and accepted 
his view of military strategy in 
attack, which gave him the 
Balkans with Tito as the recog- 
nized leader in Yugoslavia. 
Later, we seem to have insisted 
on Russia entering the Japa- 
neSe war, when the entrance 
proved to be unnecessary, and 
has only resulted in turning 
ever Manchuria to Russia. 
President Roosevelt evidently 
felt that, if Mr. Stalin received 
military aid and kind treatment 
from England and the United 
States, he would be transformed. 
into an angel of light, bringing 
freedom to the world, This was 
the attitude clearly shown in 
the President's interviews with 
Forrest Davis, published in the 
Saturday Evening Post, referred 
to as the “Great Design.” 
This attitude at Teheran, at 
Yalta and at Potsdam was pro- 
moted apparently by the basic 
New philosophy which in- 
fluenced the whole administra- 
| tion, The general attitude was 

exemplified in the influence of 
the late Mr. Harry Hopkins as a 
very friendly one toward Com- 
munism. Many New Dealers 
would not go along with Mr. 
Henry Wallace who felt that 
Communism was merely another

Of course, it has made it infinitely 
more difficult to build a world 
state on a foundation of free na- 
tions when so large a section of 
the world is governed by a foreign 
oppressor. Any world state must 
be based to a considerable extent 
on a maintenance of the status | 
quo if war is to be avoided. If 
that status quo contains funda- 
mental injustices and oppressions 
the task of the new nization 
is almost impossible. It is con- 
tradictory to talk about the Se 
curity Council preventing aggres- 
sion when aggression on a major 
scale has already occurred. 

Our dealings with Germany have 
been a. repudiation of our ideals 
and of the Atlantic Charter. I 
tHink it is fair to say that our 
policy has been dominated pri- 
marily by vengeance and a de- 
sire to punish for the policies 
which caused the war. That is a 
very natural feeling which has 
tended to dominate every nation 
successful in a major war, but 
it has never produced any 
result. We had in this country 
after the Civil War the most 
striking example .of its futility 
and its tragedy.

There is only one way in which 
Germany can be effectively con- 
trolled. That is to control the pro- 
duction of a limited number of 
essential products. The Vanden- 
berg plan proposes that we remain 
in Germany indefinitely, but only 
to prevent rearmament. If that is 
the ultimate practical plan—and 1 
believe it is—there is no reason 
why it should not have been adopt- 
ed from the beginning of the oc- 
cupation and German recovery 
promoted, so that its people might 
move towards the equal economic 
conditions promised by the Atlan- 
tic Charter.

But today 
we are regarded as another im- 

nation acting in our 
own selfish interest. A recent 
poll shows that one-third of the 
British and a larger percentage 
of the French believe that 
America desires to dominate the 
world. 


We have failed to keep our 
promises to many people yearn- 
ing to be free. We have failed 
to keep our promises to the 
world regarding Germany. 

I do not see how we can hope 
to secure permanent peace in the 
world except by establishing law 
between nations and equal jus- 
tice under law. It may be a long, 
hard course but I believe that the 
public opinion of the world can 
be led along that course, so that 

the time will come when that 
public opinion will support the 
decision of any reasonable impar- 
tial tribunal based on justice. Our 
general attitude has been one of 
policy and expediency instead of 
law and fair dealing. Again I 
believe this attitude derives from 


the domestic policy of recent years 


which has proposed to turn over 
all discretion to deal with any 
serious problem to administrative 
boards unfestrained by definite 
statutes and unrestrained by court 
review® That domestic policy de- 
rided a government of law, and 
glorified a government of men, 
unrestrained by law or justice to 
individuals. 


was for all practical purposes ap- 
proved at Potsdam by President 
Truman in the text released on 
Aug. 2, 1945. The policy of the 
occupation was designed expressly | 
people of | 
their criminal responsibility and 
to reduce them to a level of sub- 
sistence only. Production of all 
important manufactured 

was to be prohibited or limited, 
with the exception of coal. Pay- 
ment of reparations in kind was 
to leave enough to enable the 
Germans simply to exist without 
external assistance. Millions of 
Germans were to be deported from | 
eastern Germany and thrown into 
the rest of Germany to feed and | 
support. Germans were to be edu- 
cated in democracy and taught to 
abhor Hitler—a good idea if it 
could be done. 

The policy at Potsdam was car- 
ried out by a directive issued to 
the commander in chief of occupa- 
tion in April, 1945, known as JCS 
1067. Thereafter, in spite of con- 
stant disavowal that we were en- 
forcing the Morganthau plan, this 
directive, Which was in effect the 
same thing, remained in force 
until this year. It finally came 
to an end on July 15, 1947. 

This policy was a repudiation 
of the Atlantic Charter promise 
that all nations, including van 
quished nations, should have. 
equal treatment from an eee 
nomic standpoint. It was also 
utterly futile unless we were 
going to govern Germany for- 
ever, That always was impos- 
sible. 

Ten years from now the Ger- 
mans are bound to be governing | 
themselves even though foreign 
troops remain to prevent rearma- 
ment. If the destruction suffered 
by Germany in the war was not 
enough to discredit Nazism, cer- 
tainly it would not be more dis- 
credited by harsh treatment for a 
few years by armies of occupa- 
tion. In fact, attempted education 
by foreign invaders is more likely 
to produce the very opposite re- 
sult from that which is sought. 
The policy of extreme de-Nazifica- 
tion down to the smallest units can 
have no possible effect once we 
have left Germany, and in the 
meaptime deprives the nation of 
the sg@gvices of nearly all Germans 
train in government in those 
routine activities of local organi- 
zation so necessary to economic 
recovery. 

The result has been to keep 
the German people so short 
of food that many of them be- 
eve that starvation is our de- 
liberate intention. It has been 
to deter all economic fecovery 
so that it costs us six hundred 
million dollars a year simply to 
bring the German diét up to a 
subsistence level. 

I remember several years ago 
in a committee hearing, I asked 
Mr. Morganthau how he thought 
Europe could be prosperous if 
a nation of eighty million in the 


| midst of Europe was reduced to 


United Nations Charter. 


Even in the United Nations 
charter, however, and particular- 
ly in its first draft, we forgot 
about justice and turned to force 
as the basis of peace. All of the 
efhphasis is on the powers of the 
Security Council to police the 
world. The charter is not based 
primarily on a system of law or 
the administration of justice. Its 
plan is like one of setting up vig- 
ilantes to punish crime without 
a criminal code. The Security 
Council is required to make such 
decisions in its final use of force 
a will maintain peace and se- 
curity, without any express ref- 
erence to justice. Of course, the 
two are not synonymous. 

In theory, the Security Council 
acting in full compliance with 
the charter could take territory 
from one nation to which it justly 
belonged and give it to another 
because it felt that such action 
would produce peace. Thus Mr. 
Chamberlain agreed to the trans- 
fer’ of Sudetenland to Germany. 
In theory the Security Council 
might find that the destruction 
of an entire nation would tend to 
a more peaceful world. Poland, 
for instance, has always been a 
bone of contention between other 
nations. By substituting the main- 
ténance of peace and security by 
force for law anl justice, we au- 
thorized the basing of decisions on 
expediency, and for expediency 
there are no rules which cannot 
be changed to fit the facts of the 
particular case. 

It is astonishing that the orig- 
inal draft of the charter at 
Dumbarton Oaks contained 
practically no reference to jus- 
tice whatsoever. Through Sena- 
tor VYandenberg’s strenuous et- 
forts, numerous references to 
justice were inserted in the final 
draft, but I do not believe that 
they extend to the Security 
Council in ite use of force. The 
new emphasis on justice will 
certainly justify us in using our 
‘veto power whenever we think 
it necessary to prevent unjust 
decisions, By that course I be- 
lieve we can develop a practice 
in accord with ideas of law and 
justice. 

In the long run, however, 
peace in this wofld can only be 
affected by a law agreed to by 
all nations, a court to interpret 
that law, and a police force to 
enforce the law. Until that or- 
curs it is hard to see how we 
can surrender our veto except 
in limited fields covered by their 
specific definitions. Yet, as 
long as the great nations retain 
their veto power the Security 
Council cannot prevent a major 
war. 

The dealings of the Administra- 
tion in the foreign economic field 
have certainly not tended to pro- 
duce world stability. We hastened 


into a theoretical plan for an in- 


ternational fund and an interna- 
tional bank costing us six billion 
dollars. We were assured it would 
bring economic stability to the 
world. Even assuming its princi- 
ples were sound, which I have al- 
ways questioned, it was a complete 
waste of funds to set it up before 
we had created a world in which 
it could effectively operate, 

Bretton Woods Agreements. 
Subsequently we found that the 
Bretton Woods agreements did 
nothing whatever to meet the real 
crisis in Europe, and contrary to 
the assurances of the Treasury at 
the time we were considering 
Bretton Woods, we had to make 
a direct loan to Great Britain. 
Now we see that that loan has 
failed largely of its purpose. In 
the Bretton Woods agreement, we 
forced the British Empire to agree 
to give up various established 
trade relations which they con- 
cidered essential for their own 
economic life. No doubt our plan- 
ners thought we were benefiting 
the world, but the British feel we 
were forcing them to buy Ameri- 
can products they did not desire. 
In the British loan agreement, 
we insisted.upon sterling being 
made convertible into dollars. It 
proved to be the last blow to the 
British economy. We have created 
the impression that we are desir- 
ous of forcing American economic 
control over the entire world and 
particulafly imposing on all na- 
tions the Hull-Clayton theory of 
free trade. I don't think the 
charges are remotely justified, but 
they come about from an itching 
desire on the part of the Admin- 
istration to tell the rest of the 
world how it shall run its affairs. 
As I see it, the Administration 
was dominated by the “Mr. Fix- 
it” philosophy of the New Deal. 
Just as the New Dealers wanted 
to run the lives of all citizens and 
improve them whether they 
wished to be improved or not, so 
have they tried to use our finan- 
cial resources to force on the rest 
of the world the manner in which 
they shall conduct their foreign 
exchange, their foreign trade, and 
even their currency and other 
domestic affairs. No doubt we 
have acted in good faith in sup- 
porting an international control 
of international trade, but to Eu- 
rope it looks like an American 
control trying to boss their af- 
fairs. 

I maintain, therefore, that 
outside the actual conduct of 
the war, we could not have 
made a worse mess of our for- 
eign policy than we did. The 
only bright spots are Gen. Mac- 
Arthur's conduct of the occupa- 
tion of Japan and the estab- 
lishment of, the United Nations, 
and the recent agreement signed 
at Rio. True, Senator Vanden- 
berg and the bipartisan policy 
finally reversed our whole atti- 


foreign policy was up against 
handicaps perviously imposed, 


which have, up to now, pre- 
vented, any solution of these 


said that under a Democratic 
President its keystone is co-opera- 
tion. I have tried to point out 
that foreign policy should not be 
partisan, Of course, when we 
reach the time of the presidential 
election, it will be incumbent on 
the Republican party to state the 
manner in which it will conduct 
the country’s foreign policy, but in 
the meantime I see no reason why 
it should do more than declare cer- 
tain general principles, and oppose 
measures which it considers com- 
pletely darfgerous to the welfare 
of the country. Even When a Re- 
publican president is elected, we 
must recognizé that there is no 
panacea to solve the present con- 
fusion from past error. 


Some General Principles. 


But certain general principles 
can be stated which have suc- 
ceeded in the past. My own belief 
is that the guiding principle of 
any foreign policy should be the 
maintenance of peace so long as 
conditians do not threaten the 
freedom of the people of the 
United States. In my opinion that 
has not been the guiding principle 
of our foreign policy in the last 
15 years. Short of the loss of free- 
dom, war is the greatest destroyer 


-of all ideals. This war has cost 


us 300,000 lives, hundreds of thou- 
sands of permanently disabled, 
and the happiness of many fami- 
lies. It has cost us 250 billion 
dollars of debt. It has imposed 
upon us a current financial budget 
for interest, veterans, armed forces 
and foreign aid so heavy as to 
threaten the successful continu- 
ation of a system of free enter- 
prise. It has brought destruction 
to many parts of the world. 

In the end that destruction 
must injure us ilso. Successful 
though we were in all the mili- 
tary phases of the war, we face a 
condition in the world today not 
much less threatening than exist- 
ed in 1940. Even the nation that 
wins a war, loses the war. That 
nation must abandon at least tem- 
porarily the very freedoms for 
which the war is fought; and once 
abandoned we have found that 
those freedoms are not easy to 
recover. 


I believe our foreign policy 
should be built around the Unit- 
ed Nations, changing the whole 
emphasis of the organization to 
the establishment of law and 
equal justice under law. Only 
then could we consider the 
abandonment of the veto power. 
I do not see how we can aban- 
on our own veto power, and 
thereby give a majority of the 
Security Council the right over 
our objection te carry through 
an unjust attack on the United 
States or any other nation. 
There must first be a law writ- 
ten and agreed to by all dealing 
with the subject on which the 
veto is waived. That is not im- 
possible. A beginning has been 
made to writing a defipition of 
aggression at Rio de Janeiro. 
The American Legion has pro- 
posed a number of amendments 
to the Charter moving in the 
direction I have indicated.

It may be asked, what is the 


rogress 
line difficult. If it becomes im- 


possible, if Russia in effect with- 
draws from any real participa- 
tion in effective action by the 
United Natioris, I believe we 
should proceed without Russia 
to perfect a United Nations 
which will operate in a limited 
field. We have perfected such 
an organization with the Latin 
American nations, which may 
serve as an example to the rest 
of the world. But I am hopeful 
that in time there may be 
enough agreement with Russia 
to permit effective operation of 
the present United Nations in 
many fields. I have not believed 
that Russia intends, or desires, 
a conquest by force of arms of 
additional territory to that oc- 
cupied during the war. I have 
not felt—for the present at least 
—that Russia desires a fighting 
war, or would give serious con- 
sideration to it. I do feel that 
Russia desires to make Commu- 
nism the accepted form of gov- 
ernment, both in occupied terri- 
tories and throughout the world. 
I do not believe we should yield 
to Russia in any way in its plan 
for spreading the Communist 
philosophy. 

In Communism we face a cur- 
ious form of aggression. But 
outside the power of the Russian 
army limited te Europe and 
Asia, it is the battle of Ideolo- 
gies. We cannot fight the ide- 
ology of Communism with sol- 
diers. War in itself. creates a 
condition favorable te totalitar- 
ian government, and therefore 


In general, the battle must be 
fought out in each country by the 
people of that country. Undoubt- 
edly the conditions are more 
favorable for communism in 
countries having severe economic 
hardship, and so in that field we 
can be helpful -with loans and 
other assistance. But let us not 
overestimate the power of our 
money. Certainly, our money can- 
not rule the peoples of the warid. 
I was willing to try a large scale 
use of money in Greece to main- 
tain the status quo during the 
peace negotiations, but we might 
as well’ recognize that the Greek 
type of experiment is impossible in 
Italy and France because of the 
tremendous scale on which money 
would have to be poured in. It 
might well produce more hostility 
to the United States, and more 
arguments for the Communists. 

But one thing is certainly clear. 
We should meet Communism first 
here in the United States, bring 
it out into the open and eliminate 
its influence. If we can't meet it 
successfully at home, how can we 
hope to meet it in Europe? Our 
leaders should speak out in be- 
half of the American system and 
get away from the inferiority com- 
plex about it we have seen in re- 
cent years. The New Dealers 
really attacked the basic philoso- 
phy of American government, its 
belief.in individual and local free- 
dom, in competition and in re- 
ward for incentive. They echoed 
the arguments of Moscow against

In Germany, we should speed 
up the present tendency to re- 
verse the Potsdam plan. We 
should help the Germans develop 
an economic system which will 
support them without assistance 
from this country. We should 
work out at once, and announce, 
the limitation and nature of the 
controls required to prevent the 
devélopment of another war ma- 
chine.

In Japan we should proceed to 
make peace as rapidly as possible 
and with controls to insure against 
the development of armament, 4 
much more simple matter in the 
ease of Japan than Germany.

We might as well face the fact 
also that if we are going to keep 
any nation at a lower standard of 
living than the rest of the world, 
it will soon learn to produce more 
cheaply than other nations and 
compete with us throughout the 
world. We might well return to 
the principles of the Atlantic 
Charter and recognize that our 
policies should be directed as far 
as practicable toward raising the 
standard of living of every nation, 
including the conquered countries. 

In the economic field, we have 
had proposed to us the so-called 
| Marshall pian, which is not really 
a plan at all, but only a combi- 
nation of suggestions. The first 
suggestion is that European na- 
tions try to help each other before 
asking the United States for help. 
That certainly is a reasonable pro- 
posal, but we have heard little of 
any effective proposals to that end 
from the conference in Paris. If 
such self-help can be worked ‘out 
by a customs union, it should re- 
bound to the development in each 
country of that production to 
which it is best suited. I still hope 
that we can reach an agreement 
with Russia regarding a unified 
German}. If that is not done, then 
the rest of Germany outside the 
Russian zone should certainly be 
integrated into the economy of 
western Europe.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP)— 
Secretary of Agriculture Ander-

The department had asked the 
markets at Chicag, Minneapolis 
and Kansas City to boost margin 
requirements to 33 1-3 per cent 
of the price of grain futures.

The market officers declined to 
comment, but said they would 
have a statement later in the day.

One of Anderson's aids told re- 
porters that the market represen- 
tatives were “not interested at all 
in the question of raising mar- 
gins.” Anderson confirmed this 
later. 

Anderson said the exchanges

Revives Magic of Roaring Twenties 


Fascinated Spectators Jam Room Where 
Cold-Eyed Gang Lieutenants Bask in Light 
of Photographers’ Flashbulbs.

CHICAGO, Sept. 26—The magic 


of the roaring twenties, when Al 
Capone and his beer barons ruled 


this city by gun and graft, still 
persists. Spectators at the con- 
gressional hearing into the mys- 
terious paroling of four Capone 
lieutenants after serving the mini- 
mum of a penitentiary sentence 
for extortion, jammed the hearing 
room. They gazed avidly at the 
four gangsters and paid scant at- 
tention to the testimony. 

Both men and women ignored 
the spectators benches. Instead, 
they stood for hours, closely 


in the inquiry as they could con- 
trive. But the men who once 
struck terror to those who defied 
the “syndicate,” in the era of the 
“one-way ride” and bombings in 
the night, appeared to be and 
tried to give the appearance of 
being mild-mannered citizens — 
though possessed of strange politi- 
cal and financial resources which 
the committee is trying to unravel. 
“Shucks, they are like people 
you pass on the street,” one spec- 
tator observed as the hearing re- 
cessed yesterday. His companion 
replied, “But I can remember 
when their names sent shivers 
down a man’s spine.” 


Only their eyes—cold and hard 
—betrayed them, together with ex- 
pressions trained to reveal noth- 
ing. All were meticulously 
groomed, not in the flashy style of 
the dapper gangsters of the pro- 
hibition era but in the conserva- 
tive tones corresponding to their 
conception of the proper attire of 
the well-dressed business man. 
The “syndicate” today is partly 
engaged in legitimate projects, in- 
cluding hotels, apartment houses 
and other lawful enterprises. 

Only when quizzed about their 
past records did their calculated 
blandness falter. They appeared 
to enjoy the constant flash of 
photographers’ bulbs, reminiscent 
of the days when pictures were 
taken of elaborate floral displays 
at the fuBerals of gangsters who 
met quick deaths. 

It was the biggest turnout of 
photographers since the gang war- 
fare days. The congressional com- 
mittee encouraged them, even ex- 
tinguishing the lights in order 
that the gangsters—and the mem- 
bers of the committee—should be 
photographed at their best.

The four parolees presented con- 
trasting personalities.

The house at 2111 Kosciusko 
street, built in 1850 and occupied 
for many years by the family of 
Adam urst, pioneer South St. 
Louis ice merchant, has been sold 
to Monsanto Chemical Co., which 
plans to wreck the building to 
make way for an expansion pro- 
gram, details of which have not 
been announced. 

The house is a two-story struc- 
ture of stone walls on the first 
foor and brick on the second, Dr. 
William G. Swekosky, dentist 
whose hobby is the history of St. 
Louis buildings, said that Adam 
Wurst acquired the building in 
1865 for $3900 after he had secured 
a firmly entrenched monopoly on 
the ice business in South St. Louis 
when the area began to be settled 
in the 1840s. He had his ice house 
at the southeast corner of Second 
and Soulard streets. 

The house has remained in the 
Wurst family dewn to its recent 
sale to Monsanto, although no 
member of the family has lived 
there since the early years of the 
century. The street was known 
Demun street when the house was 
built, Dr. Swekosky says.

here from Australia. Many color 
variants have been developed in 
captivity, including various blues, 
yellows and whites. Shell para- 
keets, which make attractive pets 
but have small commercial value, 
thrive in captivity; so a longing 
for freedom and _  successfully- 
hatched parakeet plans for escape 
would be a false clue to the mys- 
tery, Zoo officials said.

In Substantial Agreement. 

I can say at once that the Unit- 
ed Kingdom Government are in 
substantial agreement with the 12 
general recommendations. In par- 
ticular, they indorse and empha- 
size three of these statements of 
principle. The first, recommend- 
ing that the mandate for Palestine 
sh~ll be terminated at the earliest 
practicable date, and the seccnd, 
recommending that independence 
shal] be granted in Palestine at 
the earliest practicable date, are 
an exact expression of the guiding. 


principle of British policy in Pal- 
estine. The record of our various 
attempts to secure agreeiner.t on 
a final settlement of the problem 
—which I will not delay the com- 
mittee by repeating—is sufficient 
and obvious proof of this fact. 


Nevertheless I take the oppor- 
tunity of reaffirming that in this 
fundamental matter the aims of 
my government and of the special 
committee are identical, The third 
general recommendation to which 
my government directs attention 
is the sixth. This is to the effect 
that the General Assembly should 
immediately undertake the initia- 
tion and execution of an interna- 
tional arrangement to deal with 
the problem of distressed Euro- 
pean Jews as a matter of extreme 
urgency. It is the opinion of the 
United Kingdom Government that 
the entire problem of displaced 
persons in Europe, Jewish and 
non-Jewish alike, is an interna- 
tional responsibility and one which 
demands urgent action. We shall 
make proposals to this end on a 
more appropriate occasion. 

I would therefore only reiterate 
on the subject of the special com- 
mittee’s general recommendations 
that there is no conflict between 
their general conclusions and the 
broad objectives of British policy. 
We approach the subject of Pales- 
tine and its related problems in 
the same spirit.

I come now to the question of 
the future government of Pales- 
tine.

League of Nations that the man- 
datory regime in Palestine should 
lead towards independence. The 
situation which has since devel- 
oped clearly necessitates the term- 
ination of the mandate. We accept 
this necessity and shall willingly 
lay down the obligations imposed 
upon us so that the goal of inde- 
pendence may be brought within 
realization. 

It was made clear by Sir Alex- 
ander Cadogan at the special ses- 
sion of the Assembly held earlier 
this year that the United Kingdom 
Government would be in the high- 
est degree reluctant to oppose the 
Assembly’s wishes in regard tg the 
future of Palestine. At the same 
time he drew a distinction be- 
tween accepting a recommenda- 
tion, in the sense of ont impeding 
its execution by others, and ac- 


ing it out by means of a British 
administration and British forces. 

The attitude of my government 
remains as then stated. It is 
hardly necessary for me to em- 
phasize our readiness to co-operate¢ 
with the Assembly to the fullest 
possible extent, and I cannot eas- 
ily imagine circumstances in 
which we should wish to prevent 
the application of a settlement 
recommended by the Assembly. 
The crucial question for His Ma- 
jesty’s Gevernment is its enforce- 
ment. About that I must say a 
few words. i 

First, the United Kingdom Gov- 
ernment are ready to assume the 
responsibility for giving effect to 
any plan on which agreement is 
reached between the Arabs and 
the Jews. Second, if the Assembly 
should recommend a policy which 
is not acceptable to the Jews and 


implement it. Then it would be 
necessary to provide for some al- 
ternative authority to implement 
it. 

His Majesty’s Government are 
not themselves prepared to under- 
take the task of imposing a policy 
in Palestine by force of arms. 
Likewise, in considering any pro- 
posal to the effect that His Maj- 
esty’s reo moni should partici- 
pate with rs in the enforce- 
ment of a settlement, they must 
take into account. both the inher- 
ent justice of the settlement and 
the extent to which force would 
be required to give effect to it. 


Hope for Settlement Voiced. 


I repeat again, that his Maj- 
esty’s Government have deter- 
mined to base their policy on the 
assumption that they must lay 
down the mandate, under which 
they have sought for 25 years to 
discharge. their obligations to fa- 
cilitate the growth of the Jewish 
national home and to protect the 
interests of the Arab population. 
In order that there may be no 
misunderstanding of. the attitude 
and policy of Britain, I have been 
instructed by His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment to announce with all so- 
lemnity that they have conse- 
quently decided that in the ab- 
sence of a settlement they must 
plan for an early withdrawal of 
British forces and of the British 
administration from Palestine. 

In conclusiongI may perhaps be 
allowed to make one or two obser- 
vations on the task which now 
enfronts this committee. Our com- 
mon aim is to bring about a settle- 
ment in Palestine which is likely 
to endure because it is founded 
on the consent of the peoples con- 
cerned. I earnestly hope that the 
United Nations may have more

ben officials signed a contract in 
New York with the Ethyl Export 


Corp. of Delaware to borrow 500 


toris of tetraethyl lead, needed for 
the invasion of Czechoslovakia, in 
October 1938, just one week be- 
fore Adolf Hitler approved the 
invasion, 

At the same time, the docu- 
ments alleged, Farben bought 
$14,000,000 worth of high octane 
gasoline from Standard Oil of 
New Jersey to be used by the 
German air force. 


Miss Belle Meyer of Washing- 
ton, D. C., t American pros- 
ecutor, told the five- judge tribu- 


nal trying 23 Farben officials that 
Hitler relied on the Farben chem- 
ical trust “to exploit its cartel 
connections for the purpose of ob- 
taining certain critical war mate- 
rials.” 

Miss Meyer said Farben orig- 
inally had approached Standard 
Oil in 1936 or 1937, ordering 
$20,000,000 worth of high octane 
gasoline, but that only $14,000,000 
worth actually was delivered. 

Prosecution documents purported 
to show that the Tetraethyl con- 
tract was signed by Farben, the 
Ethyl Export Corp., and a Ger- 
man subsidiary Aug. 23, 1938. Miss 
Mayer said the Farben company, 
acting on orders from the Air 
Ministry, borrowed the tetraethyl 
lead ostensibly for use in auto- 
mobiles, but that it actually was 
for the German Air Force.

Morgenthau concludes his article 
with his own “to be or not to be” 
soliloquy, or as he phrases it, 
“Why did I not push the resigna- 
tion through?” 

He writes that he spent the next 
few hours “in a gloomy haze of 
indecision,” but that gradually the 
relative values of the situation be- 
gan to assert themselves. Eventu- 
ally he convinced himself that 
there were at least two sides to 
the question and that this was 
only one of many issues involved 
in the Roosevelt administration. 
He finally told himself that at

Miles Long in Two-

ESPAIRINGLY and disas- 
Dowie the Punjab is now on 

the march in one of the 
greatest human migrations of all 
time. Probably two million per- 
sons are involved. At least an 
equal number may follow. 
Clogging the finest provincial 
roads in India, refugees are flee- 
ing from the catastrophe that has 
overtaken them in the six quick, 
bfutal weeks since their province 
was divided between predomi- 
nantly Moslem West Punjab and 
mainly Sikh and Hindu East 
Punjab. Their chaotic plight is 
part of the apparently underesti- 
mated price of independence, cou- 
pled with the way partition of 
the country was effected. 

Today, mile on mile of refugee 
columns heading west toward 
Pakistan demonstrate that few 
Moslems retain a sense of se- 
curity in their ancestral homes 
in Punjab. Likewise, the 
exodus of apparently all Sikhs 
and most Hindus from West Pun- 
jab reflects distrust of the Mos- 


bal- lem administration there. 


Split Into Exclusive Areas. 
What is happening in this un- 
precedented two-way march is 
therefore, bluntly simple. West 
Punjab is becoming an exclusive- 
ly Moslem state while East Pun- 
jab will be inhabited almost sole- 
ly by Sikhs and Hindus. 
Already in Lahore, West Pun- 
jab’s capital, the Sikhs dare not 
appear on the street, just as in 
Amritsar on the other side of 
the line no Moslem is seen. 
Hindus and Moslemg for hun- 
dreds of years have been as closely 
interwoven functionally as sheets 
of cleansing tissue, Though these 
relations continue, albeit shakily, 
in the other three-quarters of the 
country they seem finished in 
Punjab.

As happened in Germany, many 
of the remaining, presently un- 
influeftial neo-Fascist elements 
in the population will be available 
to be purchased.

View of Caravans From Air.

The processiong are of mam- 
moth proportions. Flying 100 feet 
above a Punjab road at 2% miles 
per minutes, I traveled along one 
solid column for six minutes.

Before the aerial survey was com- 
pleted six and eight-mile convoys 
became commonplace, 

The Indian Government has of- 
ficially estimated that the longest 
column now moving contains

Some of these cofumns are well

Hundreds of people were 
walking on either side of the 
train, whose main axis consisted 
of miles on miles of bullock carts 
in head-to-tail formation.

President Truman has made it explicit that 
Europe’s food crisis is much more severe than 


some table-loading Americans seem willing to 


believe. With figures supplied by his special 


Cabinet committee—Secretaries Marshall, An- 
derson and Harriman—he set forth the short- 


ages to the last ton. Adverse weather has re- 


duced European production, yet with the excep- 
tion of wheat, American crops are not as good 


as last year’s. More is needed abroad, and theres 


less here to meet the need. 
Unfortunately, the President was not nearly so 


clear in saying how the crisis is to be met. He 


appointed yet another committee to draft a 


‘food conservation program, and, pending its re- 


port, asked the American people to waste less. 
That seems to be a cue to the line the new com- 
mittee will take. In all probability, it will sug- 
gest some form of yoluntary rationing—perhaps 
a return to the wheatless meals and the meat- 


‘less days proclaimed in the first world. war by 


President Wilson and Herbert Hoover. 

These devices were fairly effective for a while, 
but Bernard Baruch has said that, had the war 
lasted a little longer, compulsion would have 
been necessary. The question now, of course, is 
whether, without the emotional stimulant of 
war, the American people are ready for self- 


discipline. Thoughts of suffering overgeas have 


a way of slipping away while one stands at the 
meat counter or sits down to table. And then 
there is always the convenient excuse that one 
might as well eat that week since, Otherwise, 
one’s neighbor will. 

Since Congress killed the OPA despite his 
protests, it is understandable that the President 
refuses to commit himself on a return to ration- 


ing and price controls before a scheduled con- 


ference with legislative leaders next Monday. 
Admittedly, it would be difficult to set up a 
new OPA. Certainly it can’t be done without 
congressional support. Yet more and more, it 
seems that the only effective solution of the 
problem lies in this direction. 

There are those who hope that a buyers’ 
strike by the many will not only bring down 
prices, but also make unsold foodstuffs available 
for export. There is the possibility, however, 
that in these days of deep-freeze units, the few 
may store away what the many leave unbought. 
Also, such a strike might end in depression as 


it did in 1920. Surely reasonable regulation 


would be a more palatable medicine. 

With food prices as high as they now are, 
Congressmen probably are finding decontrol 
talk much less popular than it was when they 
let OPA lapse. Belabored with demands to do 
something,” most of them are falling back on 
the old political dodge of heaping the blame on 
the other fellow. But it must occur to at least 
a few of them that they would rise in esteem 
—that the people would call them blessed— 
if they really grappled with the problem.

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Exit Mr. Benton 


Just about the most pinch-penny action of the 
eightieth Congress was the slicing of 40 per 
cent from the appropriation requested for the 
State Department’s division of information and 
cultural affairs, the agency in charge of broad- 
casting the “Voice of America” overseas. So it 
is not particularly surprising to learn of the res- 
ignation of Assistant Secretary of State William 
Benton in charge of this department. 

As President Truman said in acknowledging 


his letter of resignation, Benton was subjected 


to many difficulties and frustrations. Virtually 
all of them were unreasonable, matters of carp- 
ing detail. About the fundamental necessity for 
getting a true picture of America and American 
policies to the peoples of other nations, espe- 
cially those behind the iron curtain, there could 
be no honest dispute. Even Switzerland boasts 
of such a radio set-up, but Congress begrudged 
one to the State Department. 

Economy certainly has its place in Washing- 
ton, but it can never excuse short-sightedness. 
In this instance, Congress not only crippled a 
strong prop of American diplomacy, but also 
drove out of the administration a man of high 
caliber, a man of a class not easily brought into 


the federal service. 
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Where Are the Bankers? 


Small-loan lobbyists are systematically coax- 
ing legislators to override Gov. Donnelly’s veto 


of their interest code bill last May. What's more, 


the Post-Dispatch Jefferson City bureau has in- 
formation that they are enjoying considerable 
success. That raises a question: What, if any- 
thing, are the bankers of Missouri going to do 
about it? 

The vetoed bill provided rates up to 26.88 per 
cent, which is legalized usury. The Missouri 
Bankers’ Association long ago came out for a 
limit of 16 per cent. Numerous banks in St. 
Louis and elsewhere write personal loans much 


cheaper than 16 per cent, because there’s a- 


good profit in it. 

Why should bankers concern themselves with 
the interest code? One reason is that they are to 
some extent competitors with the small-loan 
merchants. Best reason, the seeming apathy of

the bankers draws some of the blame to them, 
and the situation the loan lobby wants could 
only spill some discredit on every kind of lend- 
ing institution. -. 

The loan lobby is busy. Here is a chance for 
the bankers to get busy and cancel it out. 
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The City’s Plight 

Without allowing for the recommended gen- 
eral pay increase, Mayor Kaufmann and Comp- 
troller Nolte agree in predicting a year-end 
municipal deficit near $5,000,000. Mr. Nolte is- 
sued a warning that the city, for the first time 
since 1921-22, may have to cloud its credit rating 
and borrow from the banks. Mr, Kaufmann 
ordered a general cut in city employment and 
curtailment of expenditures for new equipment. 

The situation is serious, but both the Comp- 
troller and the Mayor are facing it in curious 
Mr. Nolte wants to borrow from Water 
Department funds, which is like levying on water 
consumers for an involuntary hidden tax. Mayor 
Kaufmann’s economy order implies either that 
his administration has hitherto operated waste- 
fully or that he is going to cut the quality of 
public services, Probably the implication of 
previous waste does his administration some in- 
justice. 

Substantial savings undoubtedly could 
made in the 40 per cent of city employment 
under state control, but the Mayor can’t touch 
that. There is sound reason to keep the ‘Police 


| Board independent, though it, too, is duty bound 


to end thé waste recently found in its estab- 
lishment. Such independent offices as City Li- 
cense Collector, Recorder of Deeds, Sheriff, Cor- 
oner and the court clerk offices, however, be- 
long inside the city administration’s housekeep- 
ing. They are wasteful, they are hives of patron- 
age. Why. doesn’t the city administration per- 
suade the Legislature to end their independence 
and put them under.civil service? 

Apart from this long-range possibility, how- 
ever, the city’s chief fiscal handicap is that pre- 
war taxes won't meet inflated postwar costs. 
Economy is no complete remedy for that head- 
ache. What the city must have is more revenue. 
A partial way to more revenue is to push ahead 
with certain levies that have already been con- 
sidered, such as cigarette and movie admission 
taxes. A major way is to persuade the Legisla- 
ture to make one of the proposed shifts of the 
income-tax power from the state to local gov- 
ernments.

A whisky recipe found by federal agents in 
New York's Chinatown brings on a nostalgie 
twinge. “Place one live rattlesnake in a large 
jar,” it goes. “Add rice wine, dried toads, soy 


,beans, sliced deer antlers and a handful of dried 


sea horses. This is so obviously the stuff they 
Sold during prohibition that we were set 
a-dreaming of those 13 mad years that ended 
what seems another life ago but was really only 
1933. 

Whisky of the sort mentioned above was only 
one ‘of many novelties of prohibition. Actually 
the Eighteenth Amendment took an ordinary 
business transaction and made it a romantic ad- 
venture from beginning to end. It. was an ad- 
venture to buy the whisky; and after drinking 
it, it was an adventure to speculate on the likely 
effect. The veriest greenhorn could feel like a 
man-about-town by knocking at the speakeasy 
door and proving to the satisfaction of the man 
who looked out through a little slot that he 
knew Tony. 

Prudence, always a relative term, was ex- 
emplified by a test to determine whether the 
whisky was really poisonous or only tasted that 
way. A match was set to a small amount of it. 
If it burned with a blue flame it was all right, 
but if it burned red it was poison—or so it was 
believed. The rule was to drink it in either 
event, and that was why the recipe with the 
deer antlers and the sea horses took us back so 
sharply. That was the whisky, and them was, in 
fact, the days.

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Jobless Insurance Revision 

After 10 years, Missouri's unemployment com- 
pensation law naturally needs some changes. 
An employer witness before the Spencer special 
House committee suggests, for example, that em- 
ployers be adequately forewarned of impending 
changes in their contribution rates. An employ- 
er's payroll tax automatically rises when he ac- 
counts for more than a stated rate of unemploy- 
ment. For lack of notice, the witness said, his 
client’s tax for 1947 has leaped $12,000. With 
notice, he could have deposited $1300 in the 
fund and saved the rest of the $12,000. 

The tax now ranges in four equal steps from 
zero to 2.7 per cent of payrolls. Employer wit- 
nesses asked for more intermediate steps so that 
minor changes in unemployment would not have 
major effects on the amount of tax due. More 
steps, however, would decrease the total amount 
realized by the tax unless employers were will- 
ing at the same time to have the whole scale 
somewhat boosted, which they obviously are not. 

Prosperity will last so long, one may hope, 


that the fund will grow large enough to justify, 


tax reductions. Today, however, Director Michael 
J. Carroll of the Employment Security Division 
correctly argues that the $160,000,000 fund grew 
in a “rising economy,” and that three-fourths of 
it might be required to meet its obligations in a 
single year of falling economy. 

Furthermore, there is no excuse for reducing 
the payroll tax so long as the state pays a low 
maximum of $20 a week to the unemployed and 
an average of only $16.25. Whatever other find- 
ing the Spencer committee may make, it should 
recommend benefits more in keeping with t- 
day’s cost of eating.

Mr. Donald Deskey, designer of prefabri- 
cated houses, is not one to be easily daunted. 
“I think the marketability of prefabricated 
houses has been far overestimated,” he 
says cheerfully, explaining why, in his 


opinion, prefabs are not blossoming over- | 


night and by the tens of predicted thou- 
sands to solve the housing shortage. Never- 
theless, he is convinced there is a sound 
and. ggowing market for prefabricated 
houses of good design, that can be varied 
to meet individual need. 

Marketability is a specialty of Mr. Des- 
key’s. He is an industrial designer. As 
guch, it is his job to develop and improve 
products to sell successfully against compe- 
tition. He started first with the material 
of which a house should be made. “Steel 
and aluminum lend themselves well to mass 
production,” he says, “but will the public 
accept them?” He thinks not yet, Deskey’s 
own answer to the problem of materials is 
plywood. 


Cheap, Durable Wood 


“Wood itself,” he says, “is an economical, 
flexible, durable material with character, 
and with popular appeal. The development 
of plywood has added to the desirability of 
wood as a structural material as well as 
one for enclosure. It is engineered wood, 
eliminating all ‘danger of warping and 
shrinking. It is light, but strong. It is 
a natural material for panel construction.” 


Deskey devised a system of taking fir 
plywood — the cheapest plywood — and 
scratching the soft, coarse grain out of it. 
The result is a striated wood with a pleas- 
ing textured look, that can withstand any 
number of further scratches gracefully. The 
ridges in the wood conceal joints, making 
a continuous wall surface possible. 


The heart of the Deskey house is perhaps 
prefabrication’s most important accomplish- 
mént to date. It is a mechanical core, com- 
bining in one compact, portable, prefabri- 
cated unit the heating plant, kitchen and 
bathroom utilities, including all fixtures. 
This is an idea on which inventive minds 


have worked for years. 
Stamford Likes Them 
The town of Stamford, Connecticut, liked 


the Deskey house well enough that it pur- 
chased 60 of them for rental units. The 


houses were erected as a community. The 


town of New Britain, Connecticut, has just 
ordered 300 to be built on various city- 
owned sites throughout the town, for rental 
to veterans at about $35 to $50 a month. 
The houses are being delivered to the city 
erected at just under $6000 each, and are 
being accepted throughout a variety of 
neighborhoods. 


But many times prefabricators meet lo- 


cal opposition due to building codes. Des- 


key, for one, is not going to bang his head 
against this wall. He ran into trouble in 
one Massachusetts town because his house 
does not require the use of conventional 
two-by-fours. Now his next house will have 
two-by-fours in it, even though smaller 
pieces of lumber could do the job. He also 
has a variation of the house that can be 
built with a cellar, since many codes de- 
mand cellars. He's out to sell houses, not 
buck the codes of the land, much as he 
thinks they need it.

Grief on the Site 


What goes on at the site is another head- 
ache for prefabricators. Driving up in a 
truck of a bright morning, unloading a 
house, and whisking it up before night is 
a nice fairy tale. Actually, prefabricators 
have to beg local contractors to put up 
their houses. 

But the worst thing is the site itself. 
Plunk any house down in the middle of a 
drab, barren piece of land, and it looks ter- 
rible. Put a prefab there, with all the ex- 
tra-critical attention it will get as some- 
thing new, and its goose is cooked. 


“When you build your own house,” says 
Deskey's architect, “if you do it right, you 
go to an architect even before you buy your 
land, and get his advice in selecting a good 
building site. He plans the house to fit 
the site. When you buy a factory fab- 
ricated house, you should also go to an 
architect, or a landscape architect, for ad- 
vice in selecting a lot to suit this house. 
The service itself is invalhable because it 
means making the most of your biggest 
lifetime investment.” 


Choice in Arrangement 


To be as adaptable as possible to any site 
and to any family needs the next Deskey 
house, no longer designed merely to a G.I. 
minimum, is being worked out with half a 
dozen different floor plans. Any room is 
expandable in size, in four-foot units either 
way. You can build the house right-hand 
or left-hand to the plan, to catch the view 
or the right orientation—i.e., the sun in the 
right rooms at the right time of day. You 
can set it with its end to the street, or 
broadside on the lot—service and front en- 
trances are both arranged for easy access 
either way. And you can have the roof 
almost flat, for the south, or any of vary- 
ing pitches. 

Deskey is convinced that, somewhere be- 
tween custom-built houses and the rigid, 
cheap little boxes that no one wants, there 
can be a great choice of well-designed, vari- 
able, pleasant houses, that bring the saving 
of mass production, practically painless 
erection, and the guarantee of a responsible 
manufacturer, He's betting his own money 
on that.

And all are 
entertaining, mainly because Frazier is a 
fast man with an anecdote and is never 
caught without one.

The best part, te this reviewer's notion, 
is the introduction in which the writer gets 
to rambling on about his four years at Life, 
which he describes, quoting David Cort, as 
“a group of sensitive young men surround- 
ed by female assassins.” He tells of the 
eager, ambitious, bright young men who

The Wild and Woolly Drachma 


ATHENS. 


RAVELING across Europe today is a curious adventure in the 
arithmetic of currencies that have lost much of their meaning 
and value for the people who use them. The franc, the lira, the 


zloty, the mark, even the good old British pound slither up and down 
in response to the doubts and fears that beset Europe. 


But it is here in this arena 
where East and West are contend- 
ing that money becomes a kind of 
' fourth dimension reflecting the 


slightest change in the political 


landscape. The Greek drachma 
is an amazingly sensitive seismo- 
graph for the tremors shaking the 


earth far below the surface. 
Just Ask for Joe. 


The legal rate of exchange at 
the Bank of Greece is 5000 drach- 
mas to the dollar. It is wholly 
unrealistic in terms of purchasing 
power. Twice that amount would 
be a more nearly accurate ap- 
praisal of the drachma’s value 
and there are rumors of a revalu- 
ation. 

Because the legal rate puts such 
a penalty on visitors who must 


pay inflated prices, most Ameri- 
cans passing through get at least 
part of their drachmas on the 
black market. It’s like prohibi- 
tion days back home. You are 
told to go around the corner and 
ask for Joe. 

Joe is an amiable fellow who 
secretes great chunks of paper 
money on his person. He is always 
glad to see you, just as was the 
bootlegger, because he will make 
a good profit out of his transac- 
tion with you. He gives you, say, 
8000 drachmas for an American 
dollar, with the rate a little lower 
for traveler’s checks. 


A Good Barometer. 


Two days later it is only 7600 
to the dollar. You ask Joe what 
has happened to bring about the 
change. 

“They think new Sophoulis gov- 
ernment may be good govern- 
ment,” Joe says, grinning. 

A week later it is back to 8000. 
Joe explains that there is bad 
news about the rebels in the north. 
“They no like it,” says Joe of the 
mysterious powers who are pre- 
sumed to preside over the eco- 
nomic destinies of Greece. 

Joe seemed to me to be the best 
possible barometer of what was 
happening. I could n@ver discover 
how the rate was fixed on his 
private bourse. But at least he 
always had a plausible explanation 
for the rapid shifts that occurred. 
Once when the drachma rose a 
little if was because, Joe reported 
cheerfully, three American ships

were discharging food and cloth- 
ing in the harbor. 

How the ordinary citizen of 
Athens manages to live is a 
mystery. The threatened strike 


den still enjoys abundance—and a 


recently of civil ‘servants sur- 
prised no one familiar with the 
immense difficulties of day-to-day 
living. The strike was averted 
with the aid and advice of the 
American mission since a strike 
would have meant further delay 
for a program that has already 
suffered from far too many de- 
lays.

Two Billions for Shoe Laces. 


A gold sovereign is worth about 
$30 in United States currency. But 
the British, using pounds, can buy 
sovereigns for about one-third of 
that. There are other inequities. 
Members of the United States Em- 
bassy staff have been able to ex- 
change their dollars for 12,000 to 


14,000 drachmas because the Em- 
bassy has brought in gold to 
exchange. This has given Em- 
bassy employes a tremendous ad- 
vantage over members of the mis- 
sion staff who have had to take

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Methodist. Editor Says It Is 
~ Causing ‘Whole Peoples 
to Lose Hope.’ 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Sept. 26 
(AP)—A Chicago Methodist editor 
said last night the foreign policy 
of the United States was caus- 
ing “whole peoples to lose hope. 

Speaking at the Ecumenical 
Methodist Conference, Dr. Paul 
Hutchinson, editor of the Chris- 
tian Century — a non-denomina- 
tional Protestant publication—told 
fellow church leaders from six 
continents: 4 

The American foreign policy 
comes perilously close to being 
not much more than maintaining 
the largest navy the world ever 
saw and establishing a peacetime 
constript army, hoping the Rus- 
siang are too battered to do more 
than talk truculently and will fall 
apart internally.” 

Dr. Hutchinson spoke at a nine- 
day world Methodist conference, 
the first in 16 years and also the 
only one to be held in New Eng- 
land since the original session in 
London in 1881. 

Recently returned from a 10- 
month trip’ around the world, 
Hutchinson reported “a reawaken- 
ing spiritual hunger everywhere.” 

Hutchinson added that “even 
the growth of Communism may 
be interpreted as a sign of man’s 
eternal need for religion, as Com- 
munist party doctrine and prac- 
tice prove it to be a secular re- 
ligion—the great modern rival of 
Christianity.” 

Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam of 
New York said yesterday a dele- 
gation of Protestant churchmen 
would confer with President Tru- 
man within a few weeks on the 
appointment of Myron Taylor as 
the White House’s personal repre- 
sentative' at the Vatican.

INFATAL STABBING 


OF CRIES FOR HEIN 


The Boston Red Sox yesterday an- 


Weeping Minister Unable 
to Suggest Motive for 
Anyone to Kill His 


Wife.

CHICAGO, Sept. 26 (AP) — The 
Rev. Francis F. Bush, weeping 
openly, told a coroner’s jury yes- 
terday he could suggest no motive 
for the fatal stabbing of his 32- 
year-old wife, Gracelyn, apparently, 
by a prowler, in a busy South . 
Side parking lot Wednesday. 

The Rev. Mr. Bush, 35, said 
his wife’s activities were confined 
mainly to social work in the 
Seventh Day Adventist Church of 
which he is pastor. He said he 
knew of no one who would want 
to harm her. 

Mrs. Dorothy Moeller, 32, testi- 
fied she heard a woman scream 
as she returned from shopping 
near the lot. Other witnesses told 
of hearing the woman’s cries for 
help a then seeing a stocky, 
hatless youth clad in a khaki 
Army jacket dart from the park- 
ing lot, situated in the city’s sec- 
ond largest shopping district. 

Deputy Coroner Chris McGarigle 
continued the hearing to Oct. 10 
for additional police investigation. 

Police said the assailant was 
either a purse snatcher or an auto- 
mobile prowler with. whom Mrs. 
Bush struggled before she was 
stabbed in the breast with a long, 
thin-bladed knife as she returned 
to her automobile from shopping. 

Police studied fingerprints found 
on the Bush automobile and a 
bloodstained hunting knife, found 
nine blocks from the parking lot. 
Plaster casts of footprints found 
in a nearby backyard also were 
examined. 

Ten men were detained without 
charge but witnesses were unable 
to identify any of them at a spe- 
cial police showup last night. All 
— any, knowledge of the slay- 


ing. 

Michael Weiner, 28, Milwaukee, 
Was arrested Wednesday when de- 
tectives found him loitering in a 
North Side parking lot and dis- 
covered blood on the sleeve of his 
suit coat. Police said Weiner told 
them he had committed “strong 
arm” robberies in Chicago and 
Milwaukee, but had no knowledge 
of Mrs, Bush's death. 


NAVY MAN WINS APPEAL 
IN PRISONER ABUSE CASE 


NEW YORK, Sept. 26 (AP)— 
United States District Judge Clar- 
ence G. Galston today set aside 
the Navy court-martial conviction 
of Chief Signalman Harold C. 
Hirshberg on charges of maltreat- 
ing fellow war prisoners in a 
Japanese prison camp on the 
ground that the Navy lacked juris- 
diction to try him. 

The judge cited the fact that 
Hirshberg was accused by the 
Navy after he had received an 
honorable discharge and re-en- 
listed. He said the Nawy never 
would have had jurisdiction if 
Hirshberg had not re-enlisted. He 
said he made the decision reluct- 
antly because of Hirshberg’s “par- 
ticularly reprehensible conduct.” 

The Navy court sentenced 
Hirshberg to 10 months in prison 
and a dishonorable discharge fol- 
lowing his conviction. Through his 
attorney, Hirshberg appealed to 
the District Court on a habeas 
corpus writ charging the Navy 
had no jurisdiction over him. 

After a three-week trial last 
month Hirshberg was convicted of 
striking Chief Carpenter’s Mate 
George N. Gaboury, 36 years old, 
of Webster, Mass., and Chief 
Boatswain’s Mate Robert Fl. 
Welch, 26, of Tulsa, Okla., in a 
prison camp in the Philippines.

Sullivan, executive director of the 
Democratic Nationkl Committee, 
professed in a public statement 


today to be “seeing double”—Sen- | g 


ator Robert A. Taft on the one 
hand, and “Candidate Taft” on the 


other. 
Up to now, he said, a two-way 
debate has been going on between 


Senator Taft, described as “the 


Republican boss of the Republican 
Congress,” and Candidate Taft, 


“the reluctant dragon of the Re- 
publican presidential aspirants.” 
But, Sullivan went on, one of the 
Tafts has “dragged me” in to the 
picture by announcing he will re- 
ply at Gearhart, Ore., to “a mild 
comment I made on Candidate 
Taft’s social legislation sitdown 
speech,” 

Sullivan previously had attacked 
Taft’s statement in Los eAngeles 
that he had found the Republican 
party reluctant to proceed with a 
social welfare program if it is to 
be set up by the Democratic Ad- 
ministration. Sullivan referred 
to this as an “arrogant placing of 
political conseiderations ahead of 
the needs of the country.” 

Continuing the cross-country 
verbal fire, Sullivan declared to- 
day: “That is what Taft says he 
is going to answer. But how can 
he answer me without answering 
himself?” 

Quoting Taft as havin said in 
San Francisco that President Tru- 
man ended price control too rap- 
idly, Sullivan demanded: “Is this 
the voice of Taft or of Taft's 
guilty conscience?” 

He went on: “How does the 
price-control-loving Taft get along 
with the Taft who 
same speech that ‘I do not think |. 
myself that Government price con- 
trol in any general form is pos- 
sible in time of peace’? 

“How do these Tafts get along 
with the Taft who led the fight in 
1946 to amend price control legis- 
lation into a useless bill, whose 
activities in scuttling price con- 
trol were so widely publicized that 
his colleague, Senator Wherry, 
was moved to complain loudly 
that Taft was getting more than 
his fair share of credit for paving 
the way for the present dangerous 
inflation? 

“Where is the Taft who quite 
recently said he did not think 
prices were out of line with in- 
come? Didn’t he go along on the 
western trip or has he changed 
his mind to meet the winds of 
political expediency ? 

“This talking in one direction 
and walking in another typifies 
Taft the politician. That is the 
Taft who believes in reclamation 
when he is in reclamation coun- 
try but does nothing about it 
when he is in Washington only 
four hours by train from Wall 
Street. , 

“I hope that all of these Tafts 
will speak up at Gearhart or some 
other place in Oregon and answer 
each other. If Taft the candidate 
and Taft the boss of the Senate 
could get together and clear up 
the confusion that the various 
Tafts have raised by their con- 
flicting statements, it would be a 
real service to the American 
voter.”

souri Pacific passenger trains at 
Jackson, Ark., on Aug. 10, killing 
one person and injuring 177.

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Out Into the Open 


Much attention has been attracted to “CROSSFIRE,” now 
at the FOX THEATER, as the movie.to pioneer in attacking 
anti-Semitism in the United States. As such, its value is more 
that a trail-blazer than as a social force, and is rather over- 

shadowed by its excellent qualities as a taut, 

violent and realistic detective melodrama, 
For the case it — that of a brutal, 
loud-mouthed ex-Army sergeant who beats 
another ex-service man to death in a drunken 
rage simply because he doesn’t like Jews, is 
so extreme that probably the average anti- 
Jewish person in the audience will disassociate 
himself from the example. The homily uttered by Robert 
Young as a detective captain, in which he cites the murder 
of his own grandfather, an Irish Catholic, to show that any 
man may become a victim of bigotry, is forceful and logical, 
but: so much in the nature of a preachment that I’m afraid it 
will, like so many preachments on the subject, go in one ear 
‘and out the other of those who would most benefit by it. Too, 
the example is weakened further by the fact the killer was 
such à quarrelsome brute in his cups he probably would have 
seized on the way a man parted his hair as just as good an 
excuse to strike him as his race or religion. 


"But the mere fact that “Crossfire” dares to show an Amer- 
ican uttering the word “Jew” in an ugly, vicious way, and 
condemns him for it, is important. It foreshadows Hollywood 
coming of age, both in a dramatic way and as a force for social 
good. Other dramas on this same hitherto taboo subject, such 
as Gentlemen's ent,” are to follow, 


“Crossfire”. has some remarkably realistic scenes in it— 
lonely soldiers on the town, aimlessly seeking excitement in 
bars and honkey-tonks, a drunken party in an apartment, a 
soldier waking up in a girl’s apartment and finding himself 
confronted by a man who lives there, a suspect hiding in an 
all-night movie balcony, a quavering youth being bullied by 
the killer. Some excellent acting by Young, Robert Mitchum, 
Paul Kelly, Sam Levene; Gloria Grahame and Steve Brodie is 
topped by Robert Ryan's really superb work as the killer. 
The animal craftiness that glints in his eyes, the ugly looks 
that flit across his face, his hardness, suspiciousness and nar- 
rowness, fashion a masterly portrayal of a type. There is some 
little triteness in the picture, as in the end where the murderer 
bolts when trapped by a trick he'd be shrewd enough to talk 
his way out of. But its vignettes of seamy life, its suspense, 
shock-power, and characterization make it one of the out- 
standing melodramas of the year. 

The second feature, “THUNDER MOUNTAIN,” is just an- 
other B-Western.

Bing and Barry Again 


Paramount obviously has tried to fashion another “Going 
My Way,” out of “WELCOME STRANGER,” currently at the 
R, with Bing Crosby and Barry Fitzgerald re- 
suming their jousting as physicians instead of priests. They 
haven't quite succeeded. The new movie 
hasn’t the same great sentimental appeal and 
human warmth. But it does stand on its own 
as an amusing and delightful light comedy, 
hokum perhaps, but a very expert brand 
deftly administered by the Messrs Crosby and 
Fitzgerald. 

The plot is about as predictable as they 
come, but that isn’t important. What counts is the way the 
little episodes are pointed with charming touches, the effective- 
ness ot Bing’s effortiess playing and Fitzgerald's alternately 
bristling and sly characterization of a sturdy little Irishman, 
a small-town doctor in Maine. There are four songs for Bing 
to sing, which fit very pleasantly into the pattern of the 
story and help it along. And the loveliness of Joan Caulfield 
as the girl Bing woos helps maintain the general bright aspect 
of things.

Putting Away Garden Tools. 


NLESS you plant on a harvest 
U of winter wheat, the home gar- 
dening season ig about over. 
To avoid buying a complete set 
of tools next spring it might be 
wise to spend a couple of hours 


‘ fixing up your present equipment 


and storing it away carefully 
where you can find it next year. 


Use a stiff wire “brush, emery 
cloth and steel wool to remove all 
the dirt and rust from the metal 
portions of the tools. A coat of oil 
will keep the metal from rusting 
this winter. It's still a lot 
cheaper to replace a broken wood 
handle with a new one than it is 
to buy a complete new tool. Sand 
all rough or splintered wood han- 


dies, so they'll be ready to go next 


spring. 

Drain all the water out of the 
garden hose, and hang it up in a 
dry place — and take care that 
there aren't any sharp bends in 
the hose. a 

Strip the lawn mower down, 
clean all moving parts, and give 
them a coat of light grease or 
vaseline. Tighten up any loose 
bolts on the wheelbarrow. 


Drain the water out of .the 
garden roller or it will burst in 
freezing weather. A little oil and 
paint in the right places won't do 
any harm, And those odd mis- 
cellaneoug tools have a habit of 
getting lost during the winter. Put 
them in a box and store them out 
of harm’s way.

| Fight to Become a 


Bertha Van Hoosen, Now 84, Tells 
of Struggle Against Prejudices 
Held by Other Students and Male 
Doctors When She Started Career

ERTHA VAN HOOSEN, hen medic, has hatched a book. That 
B is what all the cackling is about. The other noise, the truculent 
clucking, comes from the roosters of medicine and surgery who 
have from time to time battled with Big Bertha, with spurs flashing 
and feathers flying, but coming off second best, as told in the 
autobiography, “Petticoat Surgeon.” (Pellegrini & Cudahy, Chicago.) 


Bertha Van Hoosen started life 
with red hair and a temper to 
match. 
mind to be a surgeon she needed 
both. Surgery was a man’s job. 
That was what the men surgeons 
said. They oppoged her at every 
step but she bent their ears back 
and, though battle-scarred, went 
on from victory to victory, be- 
coming at last an outstanding 
surgeon. Now 84 years old, she 
tells the story of her life with 
salty relish. If in the telling the 
he-doctors come in for a good 
deal of ribbing they have only 
themselves to blame. They should 
have stayed out of her way. 

When Bertha was born at 
Stony Creek, Mich., her father, 
Joshua Van Hoosen, was a dis- 
appointed man, for the word that 
went forth was “she-boy-agen,” 
which appears to have been the 
way in those parts of announcing 
that it was another girl.

It was 
discovered that the man had not 
been naturalized and the woman 
got the appointment. On her first 
operation, though, an attempt 
was made to trick her inté oper- 
ating for “ovarian tumor” on a 
full-time pregnancy case. 

The American Medical Associa- 
tion hit Dr. Bertha below the 
belt after she had brought Lyola 
University School of Medicine up 


for 25 
years but it recommended that a 
man be placed at the head of the 
department of Obstetrics, a rec- 
ommendation that was ignored. 

In 1915, though women had been 
grudgingly admitted to the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, they 
formed the American Women’s 
Medical Association, with Dr. Van 
Hoosen hailed as its founder. It 
took 25 years of persistent effort 
before women were able to join 
the Army and Navy Medical Re- 
serve corps. 

Dr. Van Hoosen, having made 
the grade as a surgeon, saw to 
it that there would be no lack of 
hen medics following in her foot- 
steps. From first to last she 
trained 20 young women to be- 
come surgeons. She called them 
her surgical daughters and they 
called her Mother. Also she fre- 
quently operated for out-of-town 
M. D.s in their home town hos- 
pitals. She has a record of 36 
towns, 44 hospitals and 58 women 
physicians that she served on her 
itinerant circuit. 

A century ago the argument 
against women in medicine was 
that it would make them coarse 
and barren of feminine charms. 
There is nothing to that, says 
Dr. Van Hoosen. On the con- 
trary the study of medicine de- 
velops tenderness, sympathy, tol- 
erance and benevolence. There 
doubtless are thousands who 
would stand up and say that was 
what the study and practice or 
medicine did for Bertha Van 
Hoosen. ‘ 


An old woman now, Dr. Van 
Hoosen has found a sheltered 
hideaway from life’s winds on the 
old home place at Stony Creek, 
which she calls her Shangri-La. 
There she meditates on the ups 
and downs that she has experi- 
enced in 50 years of practice as a 
petticoat surgeon. 


Lamb Chop Grill

West’s failure 
to follow suit must have been an 
agreeable sight to East, who then 
cashed the diamond ace and led 
a third round. West duly ruffed 
and realizing from his partner's 
jump to four hearts, that the de- 
clarer must have started with a 
singleton in that suit, he did not 
make the futile gesture of laying’ 
down the heart king, but instead 
shifted te the five of clubs, de- 
liberately holding out the three- 
spot to disguise his four-card 
holding. Dummy’s club queen won, 
and declarer promptly took a 
spade finesse. West won and led 
another club, and East's ruff 
raised the penalty to 800 points. 

At rubber bridge South could 
not have been blamed for trying 
to save at least one trick by vir- 
tue of the spade finesse, but at 
match-point duplicate that same 
finesse was a highly questionable 
tactic. It should have been ob- 
vious to South that the opponents 
could have made their four-heart 
contract had they been permitted 
to play it, and this would have 
been worth at least 620 points to 
them. The four-spade sacrifice, 
then, would be worthwhile if 
South went down either one or 
two tricks, because he could well 
afford to pay a penalty of 500 
points, but the sacrifice would be 
fatal if by chance the penalty was 
raised to 800 points. Thus South 
should have staunchly passed up 
the opportunity to finesse for the 
spade king. He should have led 
his own ace and geturned the

It comes as something 
of a surprise, then, that essential- 
ly this is the same word as the 
bus conductor's “fare” or passen- 
ger, the car-fare with which the 
passage is paid for, and what is 
spoken of as good or bad fare, 
or food! 

All this goes back to the Mid- 
dle English faran, “to travel.” It 
derives, from the Anglo Saxon 
faran, “to go,” from ferian, “to ' 
carry or convey.” And there was 
the Anglo Saxon “aru, “a journey.” 

In olden times, * traveling 
involved not only the risks of the 
road but of unknown bed and 
board, it. was logical enough to 
extend the word, for journey to 
one’s living on the journey, his 
fare at the inn, and to speak of 
how he fared there! As far back 
as Chaucer the term was used 
even more widely, in allusion to 
unusual adventure or bustle. For 
instance, in Chaucer: “What 
amounteth all this fare?” And 
Shakespeare asked: “What fare? 
What news abroad?” 

Its use as a noun eventually 
stopped with allusion to the trav- 
eler as the conveyer’s fare“ as 
well as to paying fare, or car 
fare. It survives also as a syn- 
onym for food and in the now 
poetic faring well or ill. And 
there is its less well-known exist- 
ence in that word “farewell”!
